The Senate convened at 10 a. m. 
President 
Mansfield in the chair. The roll was called and a 
quorum present. 
Minutes read and approved. 
Mr. \\ KNliKLL rose to a question of privilege, and 
stated th at it appeared by the Record-Union’s re­ 
port th at I)r. May , Chairman of the Assemblv Com­ 
m ittee on Conference, deni .d the tru th of the report 
of the Senate committee, wherein it is stated that 
the Senate committee Bu¿arc8ted a modification oí 
the tax-levy bill so as to m ake a direct levy, appor­ 
tioning it to the different funds, and th at they re­ 
fused to accede, and stated that if the levy was so 
made they should insist upon including a drainage 
tax, in express terms. 
Mr. Wkndkll said th at what 
occurred in the committee apon this point was, 
th at after a longthy discussion upon the legal aspect 
of the bill, participated in bv Senator Sears aud 
himself upon one side and Judge Hale upon th« 
other, they being the three lawyers upon the com­ 
m ittee, he (Wendell) s^ d to Judge H ale: “ How 
would a proposition like this suit you— suppose we 
change the bill so as to make a levy in this form : 
• There is hereby levied for S u te purposes for the 
fiscal year an ad valorem tax of so many cents on 
esch,3*100 in value of taxable property of this State, 
to be appl ed as follows : To the general fund, so 
many cents ; to the school fund, so many cents ; to 
the interest and sinking fund, so m any cents ; and 
so on for next year.’ ” To this Judge Hale responded 
sub-tantially that he would not consent to it, and 
that if the levy was so ma*e he would insist on in­ 
cluding a drainage tax co nomine. 
No dissent was 
expressed by eitncr of the other members of the 
Assembly committee. T hey- the Senate c /mmittce 
—supposed aud understood th at he spoke foi the 
committee. 
Mr. S e a r s stated th at he concurred in the re- 
m aiks of Air. Wendell upon She subject, and said 
th at the expression of Judge Hale that he would not 
consent to the levy “ unless the drainage tax was 
included co ¿entine," impressed itself unon his 
m ind, being a Latin quotation familiar to all law­ 
yer*, and meaning 44 by th at name.” 
Mr. LLASCQCK stated th a t he was not present at 
the tim e of the conferenc?, but th at Messrs.Wendell 
and Sears reported to him th at evening the conver­ 
sation which was had, which was substantially as 
they have here stated. 
Mr. Jon.NdON thought the report should only have 
stated the conclusions of the committee—what they 
had agreed to, and said it was improper for it to go 
beyond that. 
He hoped the r p o rt would be cor* 
rected. 
Mr. H ittkll hoped no change would be 
made in the report. 
At tiiis point the Ciiaik stated 
th at there was no motion before the Senate, and the 
m atter dropped. 
Mr. J ohnson moved th at the Senate insist upon 
its amendments to the tax levy bill, and th at another 
conference com m ittee < f five be apiKiinteJ. 
Mr. Dm-’K!X£OX offered an amendment to the mo­ 
tion,. th at the Senate recede from the Sears amend­ 
m ent, in relation to the levy for drainage purposes, 
and insist upou the other am endments ; ai u that 
the Assembly be requested to appoint another com­ 
m ittee of conference. 
Mr. Ivans said th is was a very im portant question, 
and he moved a call of the House. 
The President stated th at several Senators were 
absent from sicknesi, or in obedience to .legal 
summons. 
Mr. DtfiWNSON said he wanted a full 
House when a vote was taken upon the m atter con­ 
tained in the Sears aiuendrm nt, and he therefore 
withdraw his am endm ent to the mótion. A vote was 
taken upon the motion for a call of the House and 
it was lost. 
Mr. Glakcock said there was a deadlock between 
the two houses and it would continue until one or 
the other receded from its position. 
He was op­ 
posed to a new committee of conference being ap­ 
pointed upon this subject, assuchactiou would be 
in the dire tion of falling down on the part of the 
Senate. The committee fioin the other House 
would be solid. 
It wap perfectly useless, he said, to 
ha\ e any further conference. 
Senator DraxiNBOV moved that the Senate recede 
from the Sears amendment. 
He thought if the 
Senate would recede from this amendment the 
Assembly would agree to the other amendments. 
Upon 
the 
other 
hand, if 
the 
Senate 
held 
a deadlock 
upon 
this 
point 
for 
two weeks 
and thereby increased an item of $22,000 or more 
exjiensc, the pyramid of economical savings to be 
gained by the friends of the am endm ent would be 
m aterially reduced in the eyes of the people. 
He 
did not think the people wished a deadlock between 
the two houses. 
Besides, it was questionable 
w hether the rcfusil to make the appropriation 
would prevent the expenditure oi the money which 
it was sought to save, os many good lawyers hold 
th at under the law- the expenditure could be made 
all the same w ithout an appropriation, either out of 
the general fuud, or be subsequently provided fot 
by a deficiency bill. 
It is purely a question of 
economy in the adm inistration of the affairs of the 
State under the law, and he was not in favor of an 
ex|*enditure of $20,000 or more for prolonging the 
session, in order to attem pt to save $10,000 in an 
aporopriatioH. 
Mr. MEARS believed the only m anner money could 
l»e lega'ly used for drainage purposes was by its 
fir-t being directly appropriated fo* th at purpose. 
Mr. Neumann asked Mr. Sears w hether he con­ 
sidered his am ehdm ent, or the bill with it attached, 
constitutional. 
Mr. Sears replied tv»at he did, but 
if the amended section would fall by itself it would 
not interfere with the validity of the rem ainder of 
the bill 
Mr. Zees moved, as a substitute for all the mo­ 
tions before the house, th at the Senate insist upon 
its amendments, and th at Messrs. Satterw hite and 
Hill be added to the conference c. m m ittee. 
Senator J ohnson wished to know w hether the 
Senator from Marin (Mr. Score) would be willing to 
recede from hid am endm ent, and rest trie m atter 
upon his depárate bill which he proposes to offer 
to effect the same object. 
Mr. Sears replied th a t the mom ent the Senate 
receded from the am endm ent and perm itted the bill 
to pas«, the subject was covered and the appropria­ 
tion made f«»r drainage purposes. 
He therefore 
could not consent to suoh a course. 
Mr. J ohnson cited authorities to show th at the 
am endm ent in question was "Unconstitutional, and 
th a t such legislative action had been so declared. 
He argued the subject at length, and in conclusion 
asked th at a vote be taken upon the motion of Mr. 
Dickii son to recede. 
Mr. Conger was in favor of standing firm by the 
am endm ent, and if a deadlock resulted he was will­ 
ing to abide by the ce«sequences. 
He wanted a fall 
1 louse when the vote was taken, and he therefore 
moved to adjourn until hail past 2 r. m. next Mon­ 
day. 
Ruled out of. order. 
5lr. Wendell argued the constitutional .ispects of 
the subject. 
Mr. WnTsox called attention of the Senate to the 
fact which he had not heard me tinned, w'hich was, 
if a-deadlock was successfully effected by refuting 
to recede from the Scars am endm ent, the’ members 
could remain here a m onth or so longer at *3 per 
day, and by th at tim e harvesting would be com- 
meuc d, and they could then adjourn and each get 
a good job elsewhere.- | Laughter ] 
The discussion was continued by M ssrs. Sattkr- 
wiiiTK, Kask an 1 Dit wstON. 'Ihe hour of half-past 
12 having arrived, Mr* J ohnson moved th at the hour 
for recess be extended until 1 o’clock. 
Carried. 
Ths discussion was- then continued by Mr. N eu­ 
mann and others. 
Mr. J o h n s o n referred to newspaper comments 
upon the subject of the Scars am endm ent, and said 
a leading newspaper in Saw Francisco, which now 
strongly favors the 
Sears 
am endm ent, agreed 
through its senior proprietor, in a conversation with 
the O ovtrncr oi th ia fct ite, th at the slickens ques­ 
tion ought not to come into the Legislature at this 
extra session ; agreed, through its senior proprietor, 
th at the call ::a made did not include the debris 
question, and also stated th at the Governor did right 
not to include the subject in bis call for the extra 
session ; and-now* said the speaker, is it any won­ 
der that Senators speak in stinging term s of news­ 
papers when having once so agreed with the Gov­ 
ernor upou this subject, this paper now strongly 
and openly favors the action being taken here, a t­ 
tem pting to legislate upou the subject. He said he was 
a t liberty further to síate th at when the subject 
of calling the extra session was under consideration, 
the Governor had conversation with many of the 
leading anti-debris men hi th e State, and that they 
all advised him th at the question he not included in 
th e pro*lamation convening the extra session, and 
the Governor emphatically announces th at he did 
n o t at any tim e contém plate the consideration of 
th u d bris subject at Shis extra session.

B ede of Life of E m ig ran t Passengers on 
E uropean Ships.

L ondon, M ay 7th.—Miss Charlotte G. 
O’Brien, daughter of 
Sm ith CKBrien, of 
’ Young Irela n d ” fame, sends to the Pal! 
H u ll Gazette a letter entitled “ H orrors o i 
an Em igrant Ship,” which created a profound 
sensatiou, and will be a subject of question 
in the Commons on M onday by O’Donnell. 
Miss O’Brien visited Queenstown in order to 
examine the mode of life of emigrants on the- 
steamer, which vessel, however, she does Dot 
name. 
The following are the main points • 
I t is unnecessary to say th at wherever the 
sacred foot of wealth trod on this ship all was 
gold and silver, shining brass, cleanliness, 
comfort and decency. 
W e had come on 
board, however, to see emigrants, and we 
were determined to see their quarters first. 
W hen we saw the quarter» of the single men 
descriptions of the slave-ship flashed across 
me. 
Below this place our. guide showed u* a 
deep hole, saying: “ I could not take you 
down there ; it is much worse than you see.’” 
B ut my business was w ith women’s quarters, 
and we went there. Between two decks, better 
lighted than tfie men’» quarters, was a large, 
space open from one side of the tliip to th e 
other. 
From either side of the long central 
walk tu the outer nails of the ship were 
slung three enormous hammocks, one sus­ 
pended about threw feet from the floor; 
W hat was going ca iu the two other ham­ 
mocks above thes-x I .could not see. 
L pre­ 
sume they were thasam e as those below. 
I_ 
suppose each of there hammocks, carry about 
100 people. 
They were made of ^ail-cloth, 
and, being suspended all around from hooks, 
were perfectly -fftt. 
N arrow strips tf. sail­ 
cloth divide this great bed into berths, and 
these Btrips of ciqth, when the. mattresses 
were out, formed divisions about eight inches 
high ; when tlie m attresses are in, it must be 
almost on a lt/e l.

EMIGRANT 3H1P DISCOMFORTS. 


Miss O'Brien has visited an emigrant 
ship, and has been dreadfully shocked at 
the promiscuity necessitated by the nature 
of the accommodations for the steerage 
passengers. 
No doubt the tendency of 
this kind of traveling is anything but ele­ 
vating in a moral way ; but if Miss O’Brien 
had extended her researches she would 
have found that there are great difficulties 
in the way of reform. 
It might seem a 
simple remedy to separate the sexes, bnt. 
this would involve the ecpiration of hus­ 
bands and wives, aud noither of those 
would regard such a proposition in the 
light of improvement. 
To put all the un­ 
married women by themselves would not 
solve the problem much more satisfactorily, 
for in most caaes this would he to separate 
them from friends under who3e protection 
they are, and so to increase their alarm and 
■discomfort. 
It may he feasible to improve 
the accommodation on emigrant ships, and 
we believe that it is ; hut it is probably 
not possible to make them either comforta­ 
ble or wholly free from disagieeable con­ 
tiguities, and this because you cannot pack 
a thousand ptople into a ship without com­ 
pelling them to submit to many things 
which are unpleasant, and perhaps some 
which are still worse. 


T he deadlock which boa been maintained 
in the U nited .itates Senate during the past 
month is a forc.ble illustration of the ten­ 
dencies of “ machine ” government. 
Prac­ 
tically it has been throughout a contest 
over rights of patronage. 
I t does uot sig­ 
nify in tho least w hether the issue has 
hem a struggle for patronage to be used m 
the maintenance of ¡ arty supremacy, or 
one for the fortification of the personal in­ 
fluence cf a single Senator. 
IN e have aten 
both these tnotivc3 in operation, but they 
! oth belong to the same general class. 
The money c-f the American people has 
bem squandered profusely in o rd trto keep 
up this situation. 
The business inti rests 
of tie country have been neglected in 
order to devote more time to the sord d 
contest. 
It was only by the exercise of 
strenuous exertions that the ratification of 
the Chinese treaties was at length secured. 
Everything is made to give way to the sel­ 
fish and mischievous quarrel over the spiffs 
of office. 
It is well for the public to reflect upon 
there facts, and especially to remember 
that uuder a purer and more rational sys­ 
tem of tilling the pubkc offices, such a con­ 
dition of things could not exist. 
The 
Conkling-Ilobertson fight is typical. 
It is 
in fact nothing more than a repetition of 
the contest which was waged between 
President Hayes and the Senate three 
y..a: sago. 
The principles which underlie 
it involve the whole question of “ machÍLe 
government, and have no reference to any 
public interest. 
The men who are stand­ 
ing out against the President to-day repre­ 
sent no great popular issue. 
They are not 
contending for anything which it is for the 
advantage of the country to have done. 
Ou the contrary they are engaged in an 
audacious attem pt to wrest the power of 
appointment which the Constitution has 
placed in the hands of the President, from 
that officer, aud they are doing this for the 
sole purpose of bolstering up the worst and 
most corrupt system th at ever cursed a 
country. 
Under that system every United States 
Senator and Keprcsentative is the head 
of a small army of office-holders and office- 
seekers. 
These men look for orders and 
instructions to the members of Congress. 
No man who seeks Federal office, no m at­ 
ter what his deserts, can hope to obtain it 
unless he first submits himself to this 
Congressional dictation, and undertakes to 
obey the commands of his political chief. 
The immediate tendem y of such a system 
is to alienate office holders from allegiance 
to the people ; to discourage honesty in 
politics ; to foster demagogism and want 
of 
principle; and 
to 
encourage that 
arrangement of “ Boss ” government which 
has already produced so prolific a crop of 
scandals. 
Senators and Representatives 
having usurped the right of appoint­ 
ment, and having been allowed to main­ 
tain th at usurpation by weak Executives, 
cow refuse to give it up, and the result is 
that for the second time in four years the 
Senate is opposcd to the President on this 
ground. 
I t is the pernicious “ Bass” system 
which has enabled a few politicians in half 
a dozen great Sta es to secure a virtually 
supreme powcriu politics, and todcprive the 
people of their lights. 
It is notorious that 
these “ Bosses ” have for years been aecua- 
touicd to rule their States autocratically so , 
far as all questions of national politics weie 
concerned. 
They 
have 
dictated 
all 
tins appointments. 
They have withheld 
opportunities of advancement from those 
lio’werc too manly and independent to 
submit to their insolent sway. 
They have 
defeated every attem pt at refotm. 
They 
lave prevented amendment in the ad­ 
ministration of the civil service. 
They 
have in fact treated the Federal offices 
precisely as though they belonged to them, 
and they have come to believe in this 
possessory right so firmly that when an 
Executive is found who manifests a de­ 
termination to exercise his constitutional 
fu n c tu s , they do not hesitate to deny his 
jurisdiction. 
Meantime the American people appear 
to look supinely on. 
It. is true that their 
interests are being neglected, their money 
squandered or stolen; their busiueas ill 
performed, all the principles of govern­ 
ment which they established ignored ; but 
yet it does not seem to have occurred to 
them th at they have any special interest 
in the proceedings, and they play the role 
of indifferent spectators while the issues 
are being fought out which must decide 
the future of their country. 
It has long 
been clear to the few who think for them ­ 
selves th at if “ machine ” government tri­ 
umphs the country will proceed from bad 
to worse, uutil the prevalence of corrup­ 
tion will become so intolerable that per­ 
haps the most dangerous or even fatal 
expedients may be resorted to for relief. 
Tho right way to do away with the abuses 
of the time, however, is at present within 
reach. 
Reform of the Civil Service is 
the 
only 
method 
by 
which 
the 
Bosses ” 
can 
be 
unseated. 
Remove 
from them the power cf appointment, aud 
their magic wands will be broken. Abolish 
that abuse, aud the morale of Congress 
will in less than five years bo restored to 
something like its original 
lustre aud 
purity. 
To do this is to substitute real 
merit for the slimy ways of machine 
politics ; to restore principle to its place as 
a moving force in public affairs : to make 
ability, integrity, capacity the tests and the 
means of advancem ent; to purge partisan 
politics of venality, hypocrisy, fraud and 
corruption, and to give us once more a 
government of the people, by the people, 
and for the people. 
But apathy in the 
face of such exhibitions as wc have had of 
late at Washington can only result in 
fastening the “ Machine" more firmly than 
ever upon the neck of the country.

B.-echer’g remarks on Chinese immigra­ 
tion in his recent lecture were particularly 
foolish. 
His theory appears to be th at the 
United States are a sort of ethnological 
still, into which all races of men can safely 
he poured, and from which they arc sure 
to emerge in the form of thoroughbred 
American citizens. 
Mr. Beecher has lived 
long enough in Brooklyn to learn by this 
time that the process of assimilation of 
which he talks so glibly has not thus far 
produced the best resnlts even in the ease 
of foreigners whose capacity for it is infiu- 
itely greater than th at of the Chinese. He 
has had ample opportunities of observing 
the extremely flow progress of education 
in American ideas evidenced by the politi­ 
cal environment of his own home. 
Huw- 
thcn he cm suppose th at the same pro­ 
cesses will in any reasonable space of timo 
eonvirt the Chinese into desirable citizens 
is one of those puzzles which sentimental­ 
ism is constantly offering for solution. It is 
also to be observed that this republic docs 
not really possess any patent for making 
Americans out of foreigners, and th at in 
fact it is only a question of time and

Action of tho Supremo Court Upon the 
Cases Brought Before it. 
. 
_ 
(8. F. Call, May 8th. | 
The following opiuiou w as delivered by the 
Supremo Court yesterday, in the case of 
L'amron vs. lvenfield, Controller, and Weil, 
Treasurer of the Stale i f Calnfornia : This is 
a petition f r a writ of prohibition command­ 
ing the Controller to retrain and desist from 
drawing wairauts upon 
the treasury in 
payment 
of 
any claims ari b g under 
the A ct of April '23, 1880, entitled “ an 
Act to promote drainage,” and the Treas­ 
urer 
from 
paying 
out 
fcuy- 
money 
upon such warrants. The writ of prohi­ 
bit! n is tte counterpart of the writ of 
mandate. 
It arrests the proceedings of soy 
tribunal, corporation, board or persin, when 
such proceedings are without or iu excess of 
the jurisdiction < f such tribunal, corporation, 
etc. 
The L- gi-lature has no power to enact 
the s’atuts which purports to amend Section 
1102 or the Code i f Civil Proctdure, and to 
provide that the writ ¡hall arrest the pro­ 
ceeding* (in exceES of jurisdiction) cf any tri­ 
bunal, etc , v. hetlier exercising furctier,a judi­ 
cial or ministerial, in so far as it attem p t to 
extend the i ffice •£ the writ. 
W rit denied 
and proceedings di-n.Lsed. duilice Thorn­ 
ton, ia concurring in the opinion, says : “ In 
concurring in this opinion, i limit it to the 
extentieu of tie writ mentioned therein by 
the Act of the Legislature to the original ju ­ 
risdiction of th¡3 Court. 
I do not think ;uch 
jurisdiction ecu bo added to by tho Legisla­ 
ture. 
It may be that the Legislature haa the 
power ¡5 extend the scope of a writ of the 
kind spoken of in the opinion, whether it be 
called certiorari or not, to the Superior 
Courts, Lut on this point no definite judg­ 
ment is here intecded to be expressed.” 
The following opinion was filed yesterday 
afternoon iu tha cise of Camron against 
John Weil, Treasurer, etc , in the Supreme 
Court, being concurred in by the entire 
Bench. The petitioner alleges that theie is 
in the State Treasury a sum of money “ col­ 
lect-, d, leceived and paid into the State Treas­ 
ury to the credit of certain funds designated 
(iu the Act of April 23, 1SS0, entitled “ An 
Act to promote drainage”) as the “ State 
Drainage Construction Fund and Construction 
Fund of Drainage District No. 1.” Because, as 
claimed by petitioner, the Act of the Legis­ 
lature is invalid, we are asked, by writ of 
mandate, to compel tbe State Treasurer 
forthwith to credit the snm aforesaid to the 
general fund. Section 454 of the Political 
Code provides : “ The General Fund consists 
of moneys received into the treasury and uot 
specially appropriated.” The money which 
the petitioner atks to have transferrrtl to the 
Genera' Fund was received by the Treasurer 
in his offi ial capacity, and he is responsible 
foriu safe keeping. He may refuse topuy any 
porti :i of it out upon a demand based upon a 
statute, g ird in form, but invalid because 
unconstitutional. But it by no means fol­ 
lows, that because the Treasurer is not au­ 
thorized to pay out moneys collected under 
an invalid - tatute, for tbe purposes uiea- 
ti-oned in it, he esnnot t c required t • pay it 
out I r other parpases. Y'et auclqis the re3Í 
object of tho p:C3or.t application. 
If the 
“Act ti promote drainage” 
constituted 
part of 
the 
legis’ation of 
this 
State 
prior to the adoption of 
the Political 
Code, or had been enacted at the same 
time, it would seem very clear that Sec­ 
tion 454 of the Code did not require that 
the moneys collected under the Drainage Act 
should be piactd to the credit of the General 
Find. In the ca-e supposed, Section 454 
would bo real as if it had declared “ the 
Grnerai Fund comiste of moneys received 
into the treasury and not specially appropri­ 
ated by the Act to piouiote drainage, etc.” 
In arriving at the intention of the 1 —ogi-ia- 
ture sought to be expressed in the section, 
the circumstance that the Drainage Act 
ivas unconstitutional would not, in such 
case, 
be 
material. 
The 
purpose 
of 
the 
Legislature 
to 
exclude 
from 
the 
General 
Fund 
the 
moneys 
collected nudir the Drainage Act, would be 
equally apparent whether the ltl-tcr Act was 
or v. as not a c-.n-lituli ual or a valid statute. 
The “ Drainage Act,” so called, was not 
pvs-cd until alter the P Htical Code; but 
.Section 451 evidently contemplates the exclu­ 
sion from ¡¡is general fund of moneys speci­ 
ally appropriated by tubs quent Acts of tha 
Legislature. 
The Legislature, hy formal 
Act, did specially appropriate the moneys 
collected under the " Act to Promote Drain­ 
age.” The Drainage Act may le invalid, but 
this does not change the intention expressed 
in S c ion 454 c f the Political Code, which is 
to include ia tiie general fin d only the 
moneys which may not be specially appropri­ 
ated by the declaration of the Legislature. 
If the Drainage Act ie void, the moneys col­ 
lected under it must remain ia the Tn nsury 
until appropriated by an Act of tho Legisla­ 
ture, requiring that they be returned to 
the taxnayers, or otherwise appropriating 
them. 
It may be admitted that the Legisla­ 
ture lias the power to appropriate to the 
payment of the general expenditures of 
the Government moneys collected and at­ 
tempted to he appropriated under a statute 
absolutely void, and yet every principle of 
sound construed ,n requires of us to hold that 
such was not the intention of the legislative 
body, unless the language' employed clearly 
demands that such intention he imputed. In

Particulars of the KilllDg of William 
Mooney by Harry Ketchum. 


(Colusa Sun, May 7th. | 
About 11 o’clock on Wednesday night 
H. Ketchum shot and killed William 
Mooney at the town of Willows.

cumstances of the killing were about as 
follows : 
Between half-past 10 and 11 
o'clock Ketchum, with two of his friends, 
went into Andrew’s saloon, walked up to 
the bar and called for the drinks, when 
Mooney walked in and said : “ Ketchum, 
won't you treat me, too ?” 
Ketchum re­ 
plied, “ I do not know you.” Mooney said

I knew you in Sacra­ 
mento.” 
Ketchum replied: 
“ Well, I 
don’t know you, 
and

I did. 
I want you to let me 
alone.” 
Mooney then walked out of the 
saloon. 
A fter Ketchum and his friends 
had taken their drinks they also walked 
out of the saloon and passed by him. 
Af­ 
ter Ketchum had gone some 
distance 
beyond Mooney, Mooney said something to 
him, when Ketchum turned round and said 
to him : “ You Btop there or I’ll shoot you.” 
Ke chum then drew his pistol and tired 
four times at him, one shot taking effect in 
the h it side, passing directly through the 
heart. Mooney turned back, walked m tothe 
saloon and fell dead. 
A piece of brick was 
found iu his hand after he fell, but no 
weapons were found on his person. 
An 
inquest was held hy Coroner Toolcy, and 
Ketchum was held to answer.

The latter had a 
number of letters written by Dorsey, prom­ 
ising him so much per day for his services, 
aud giving minute directions how to proceed 
to get the (letitions, make contracts, etc. 
These letters, with the claim, were piaeed in 
the hands of Denver attorneys, aud last win­ 
ter, when Dorsey came to Denver to look 
after h ¡3 mining interests, he was visited by 
an attorney aud a bundle cf letters alleged to 
have í cen written by him shown him in sup­ 
port of the claim. 
Dorsey pronounced 
the 
claim 
a 
fraud, 
and 
pronounced 
the claimant a blackmailer. 
Proceedings 
were immediately begun in the District 
Court. 
Dorsey instructed his counsel to 
enter a demurrer ou the gn.mil that these 
contracts were illegal. 
Since then the mat­ 
ter remained in statu quo. 
One letter is 
dated Wa-hington, April 12, 18711, and tells 
the correspondent that h3 wants him to go to 
Eugene City and procure all the uetitiocs 
possible for an increase of mail tervice from 
Eugene City to Bridge Greek, to daily in­ 
stead of weokly; also, to have the time 
made faster. The letter continue» : “ I want 
ten ora dozen on this route, and also to get 
people to write to the Postmaster-General 
and their Senators. 
AVe want prominent 
Democrats to write Slater and Grover, urg­ 
ing them to see that tbe increase is made.” 
The correspondent is further directed to “ get 
ten or twelve different pe'itions on each 
route; have a large number of letters written 
to the Postmaster-General and United States 
Serators; tobe 3Ure to have all a-k for a 
daily and fast line ; to get the State officers 
and Chamber of Commerce at Portland to 
write. 
I will pay your expenses while 
gone, and $5 per day. 
If you have not

The 
second 
letter,

four days later, states that contracts are 
inclosed for the rcute from Bridge Creek to 
Eugene City, then under contract for one 
trip per week, and says if (he schedule time 
is charged a new contract will have to be 
made. The letter continues: “ The best we 
can do (and there must be a guaranteed bond 
for the fulfillment of the contract) is §7,000 
reor annum for throe trips weekly ; time, 100 
hours, which is slo-.v walking time. No con­ 
tract to be binding upon l:-. but upon them, 
till approved by M. E. Riddle, the agent 
here, 
Fink h?.3 filed his contract. I don’t 
want it fil-.d. 
I will pay him monthly if he 
wants, but I don’t want my contracts cn tile 
here.” The letter closes by exhorting tho 
correspondent to send petition?, eta, by the 
carload to himself, Slater 
and Assistant 
Postmaster-General Brady. Another letter 
of the same ?uit relating to a Washington 
Territory co-tract is published. 
These let­ 
ters will ba produced in Court as evidence to 
support the claim. 
T h e S t a r R o u te Contraéis. 
New Y o rk , April 8th.—The Times to* 
morrow will print the first of a series of ar­ 
ticles from W ashington concerning the star 
route c intracts. 
The opening dispatch is in 
a good measure devoted to a history of the 
various routes and tho means used to have 
the pay for transporting mails over them in­ 
creased.

It is a great, struggle iu 
which these rings arc engaged, and their infiuc ce 
extends in almost every direction. Their agents 
are num erous in both of the great political parties. 
Their operations have been interwoven with gi eat 
political undertakings. Their strength can he un­ 
derstood on.} by th. ee who havesought for evidence 
of their corruption and seen the efforts which they 
h"ve put forth in their own defense. There are in- 
teltigent persons who predict that they will win 
this, their greatest battle, as they have won battles 
before. 
The ptople w ill make the fu fiilm entof this 
prediction impossible as#son as t cy plainly under- 
rtand the m anner in wh’eh they have been robbed. 
To the people the facts m ust he shown, for with 
them lies the enduring remedy through their rep­ 
resentatives iu Congress. 
In the |¡ast the people 
ai d their representatives have innocently been a 
bulwark for the pr-.tection of these rings. 
Any at­ 
tem pt to lay hare the accumulations of wickedness 
has been denounced asan attack upon the energetic 
pioneers of our growing West and Southwest, and 
the honest influence of these people has been buili 
cient to bring down ihc scale in favor of the persons 
who v.-ere robbing them under a pretense of a brand 
new pjlicy for the thorough dissemination of intel­ 
ligence. 
In the last annual report of the Poetmar- 
ter-Gem ral, Mr. Maynard then hold'ng that office, 
there was the lollowing assertion : “ The general 
public car 3 onlv to know th at its correspondence 
is conveyed to its destination with certainty, celer­ 
ity ai.d teeuritv. and pays little attention to the 
methods by which tin so ends are attained."

A Material Departure front llie Usual 
Custom. 
W ashington, May 8th.—On the 7th inst. 
the awards for carrying mails in various parts 
of the country, under the miscellaneous ad­ 
vertisement of March 10th, were finally de­ 
cided upon at the Postoffice Department. 
Tbe letting of these contracts is not wbat is 
known as the regular lettiug, hut consists of 
service on such routes as from various causes 
cannot be advertised and let at the usual 
time and maimer. 
In opening the proposals 
for these contracts a material departure was 
made from the usual custom in such cases. 
The law reads that all proposals for carrying 
mails shall, before being turned over to the 
Contract Office, be “ ooenedand marked.”

I t is expected that the question of entering 
upon the work of raising and strengthening 
the city levee defenses will be subm itted to a 
voto of the people about tho first of June, 
and that an estimate of the cost of the work 
piares the amount at about 835,000. 
The 
pian under this estimate would include not 
only the strengthening of the levees, but also 
building the front ievee two feet higher from 
Y street a ic n th e city front, ar.d extending 
this additional bight as far out as the rail­ 
road trestle-bridge. 
From th at point to 
Brighton it will not probably be regarded as 
neces. ary to make the levee any higher than 
a t prtssr.t. 
The action inaugurated last week b y th a 
citizens of Levee D istrict No. 1. below the 
city, coatsm jdates continuing this levee im­ 
provement along the entire front of th at dis­ 
trict. 
The proposition made and adopted wae 
to raise the levee from Y street to Freeport 
three feet higher, giving it a uniform width 
of ten feet on the top, m akingthe elope three 
to one on the river side and two to one on the 
other. 
The cost of doing this, according to 
the estimate made, and placing the work at 
fifteen cent-, p.-r cubic yard, is 853 280. 
The 
taxnb!“ property of Levee D istrict No. 1 is 
§311,000, and to raise the amount necessary 
to accomplish the work contemplated, and 
pay off the present debt, which has been in­ 
curred for levee purposes, would, it is stated, 
require a tax of 820 on the 8100, or one-fifth 
o: ail the property in the district. 
The people of th at section, however, are in 
earnest abcnt efficient measures to protect 
themselves from a recurrence of the experi­ 
ences of the past spring and similar former 
occasions. Three fourths of all the taxpayers 
of the district were preseut a t the meeting 
iast week, and the results of their delibera­ 
tions were that a tax of tw enty per cent, was 
greater than they could bear. I t was argued, 
however, th at the contemplated improve-" 
m eat to the levee was a necessity for protec­ 
tion to the city against backwater and over­ 
flow, as was shown the present season, and 
therefore it was resolved to ask the co-opera­ 
tion of the city in the m atter. Various prop­ 
ositions were discussed with a view to a defi­ 
nite line of action, and finally a resolution 
was adopted, unanimously; th at the district 
would levy a tax of ten per cent., or 810 on 
the 8100, provided the city would raise snd 
apply an equal amount, which it was stated 
would not require to exceed 25 cents on the 
8100 upon the taxable property of the city.

the future control of the levee would be 
turned over to the city if desired.v>Ths ques­ 
tion was debated as to what action thedistrict 
should take provided the city declined to 
aid in the m atter, and the meeting wa3 again 
unanimous in its expression that it would he 
im practicable for the district alone to enter 
upon any expenditure the present year, as it 
was useless to do less than thorough Work.

IMPORTANT NEW BOTANIC!AL MEDICINES. 


Tivo kinds of Quebracho are now know n 
in English commerce, namely, the w hite. 
Quebracho blanco (Aspidoaperma Q uebra­ 
cho), 
and the red, Quebracho colorado 
(Loxopterygiam Lorentzii). 
T he lirst of 
these is an Apocynaceous, grow ing abund­ 
antly iu the province of Santiago, and the 
bark has been used for m any years as a 
febrifuge in South Am erica, instead of C in­ 
chona : latterly, however, it lias assum ed 
a prom inent position iu this country, and is 
in great demand as a rem edy in dyspnoea. 
T he bark has been found upon exam ination 
to contain a crystallizable alkaloid called 
a 3pidoderm in. 
The wood (Jf this plant, to ­ 
gether w ith th a t of the red Quebracho, is 
used in tanning on account of its astrin- 
gcccy. 
U nder th e name of Oito bark, th a t 
of Alstonea scholaris has latterly attraoted 
some attention. 
T his tree is widely dif­ 
fused in India and the Moluccas. 
The 
wood is extrem ely light, and is said to be 
used in Ceylon for m aking coflins. 
The 
bark is intensely bitter, and is well known 
in In d ia for its m edicinal properties, beiDg 
nsed as a toDic in dysentery, diarrhtea and 
sim ilar complaints. A substance contained 
in th is bark, which wub at lirst m istaken 
for an alkaloid principle and named di- 
tainc, has since been found to be “ a sub­ 
stance of a complex nature containiug a 
definite principle, ditam ine, which acts on 
th e anim al economy like curare, and which 
it would be very dangerous to use as 
qniuine.” 
A nother species of Alstonea 
(A. constricts), a tree of A ustralia, pro­ 
duces a bark which, as it appears in com­ 
m erce, is thick, of an ash-gray color on the 
outside, and of a brigbtisti yellow- inside. 
T his bark has been introduced for th e cure 
of m alarious disorders, 
l ’erhaps one of 
th e m ost rem arkable introductions, how ­ 
ever, of late years is a new rem edy for 
neuralgia, which has latterly attracted 
m uch attention in consequence of the diffi­ 
culty there has been in discovering the bo- 
tauical source of the ingredients used. This 
new medicine is know n by the name of 
Tonga, and has been brought to England 
from the Fiji Islands. 
The name of Tonga 
seems to have been given to the drug w ith­ 
out any meaning, and sim ply for w ant of 
som ething more definite. 
For use tho­ 
rough native bundle, w ith the cocoanut 
fiber still attached, and w ithout being u n ­ 
fastened, is recommended to be steeped in 
half a tum bler of cold w ater for ten m in­ 
utes ; the bag or bundle is then to bo 
squefzsd into th e tum bler, and the infusion 
so prepared taken in doses of a claret glass­ 
ful three tim es a day, about half an hour 
before a meal. 
A fter so using, th e bundle 
or bag is to be hung up in a dry place to 
prevent it getting m okliy, and it is ready 
for use a t any tim e, the same bag answ er­ 
ing the same purpose for a year or more. A 
persistent use of Tonga infusion thus pre­ 
pared is said to be a certain cure for nen- 
ralnia ; indeed, it is stated as a fact th at a 
cure has been effected on the second or 
th ird day. 
The drug has been recently 
sent out by an em inent firm of Loudon 
chem ists, both in the form of the native 
bags and prepared as a tincture or infusion. 
T he reports by medical men on the efficacy 
of this new drug, combined w ith the novel 
form in which it has appeared,and the diffi­ 
culty of discovering its origin, owing to 
tin- sm all fragm ents into w h ich it is broken, 
avi -,-h appears to lie done purpo?elv to pre­ 
vent its discovery, all t aid to m ake this 
1 mcdy one oí considerable interest. _ I t is 
not improbable th a t the composition in- 
chides parts of more than one plant.
